And  it  is  hereby  further  enacted^  that  should  any  bridge,  culvert,  water-course, 
causeway,  embankment,  or  any  other  part  of  any  road  give  way,>{and  become  defec- 
tive, at  any  time,  so  as  to  endanger  the  future  stability  of  the  road,  bridge,  or  other 
work  mentioned,  or  to  endanger  the  travelling  public,  it  shall  and  may  he  lawful  for 
the  Pathmaster,  in  whose  division  each  defect  may  take  plac6,  to  notify  the  nearest 
resident  householders,  and  repair  such  defect,  as  soon  as  possible  ;  and  any  neglect 
or  refusal  on  the  part  of  any  individual  to  attend  to  such  calbs  from  any  Pathmaster, 
shall  be  punished  as  a  default  in  Statute  Labor,  and  one  day's  notice  only  shall  be 
required  from  such  Pathmaster,  iii  such  cases  of  emergency. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  enacted,  that  the  Pathmasters  shall,  if  required,  give  par- 
ties so  repairing  any  road,  bridge  or  other  work,  a  certificate  of  the  number  of  day's

next  year's  Statute  Labor  List,  in  any  part  of  the  Township  where  they  may  reside,

And  it  is  hereby  further  enac^d,  that  where  any  road  shall  bo  bounded  by  woods/  f  "drafts,  as 
or  forest  trees,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pathmaster  of  such  division,  to  give 
the  owner,  or  occupier,  of  such  wood-land,  or  forest  trees,  notice  in  writing,  requi- 
ring such  owner,  or  occupier,  to  cut  down  all  such  timber  or  trees,  for  the  distance 
of  twenty-five  feet,  from  the  outside  of  the  road,  within  sixty  days  after  having  re- 
ceived such,  notice.  And  should  each  ownet-)  or  occupier,  neglect  or  refuse  to  cut 
Buch  treea  and  timber,  as  required,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pathmaster  to  cut  and 
remove,  dr  cause  to  be  cut  or  removed,  such  timber  and  trees,  either  by  Statute 
Labor,  or  to  sell  the  timber  for  defraying  the  necessary  expenses. 

And  it  is  hereby  fitrther  enacted,  that  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  Path- 
master  to  enter  into  any  enclosed  fields,  adjoining  any  roads  under  his  inspection, 
and  tfi  cut,  dig,  or  open  any  drain  or  ditch,  the  more  effectually  to  drain  any  road 
over  which  his  jurisdiction  extends ;  Provided  always  that  no  drain  or  ditch  shall  be 
open  through  any  lawn,  avenue,  garden,  or  pleasure  grounds,  without  the  consent  of 
the  owner. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  in  case  of  death,  absence,  or  inability  from  sick* 
hess,  or  unavoidable  cause,  any  vacancy  may  occur  in  the  office  of  Pathmaster,  it 
ishall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Councillor  representing  the  ward  in  which  such  va- 
tancy  mAy  take  places  to  app'oint  a  proper  person  to  the  vacant  office^  whose  power 
isfaall  be  the  same  as  if  appointed  in  Opeji?  council.

Whereas  it  is  expedient  atodnec^sary  to  provide  for  the  pro- 
per apjiUcation  of  loonies  appropriated,  or  to  be  apiwopriated, 
for  the  improvement  of  Roads  and  Bridges  in  the  Township  of 
Loudon. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  authority  of  the  M qnicipal  C5ounciI  of  the  Township 
of  London,  that  the  Road  and  Bridge  appropriations,  for  each  and  every  year,  ahall 
be  divided  into  five  equil  portions,  and  a  portion  jwantad  for  each  ward  In  the  town- 
ship,  tot  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  CouneiHer  representing  «ach  ward 
respectively- 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  each  Councillor  shall  keep-  a  correot  account  of 
the  different  sums  granted  or  expended  by  him  in  the  ward  which  he  renreaents 
giving  the  names  of  the  different  parties  to  whom  such  money  was  paid,  and  also  the' 
locality  where  such  sum  was  expended,  which  aooount  shall  be  furnished  to  the 
Township  Clprk,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,,  in  each  and  ewry  year. 

And  it  is  further  enacted,  that  all  drafts  upon  the  Township  Treasurer,  ift  favor

the  Treasurer  to  pay  such  draft ;  he,  in  all  cases,'taking  a  receipt  from  the  party 
receiving  the  mcfcey,  which  receipt  shall  be  attached  to  the  drafl  aforesaid.

Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  authority  of  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Township  of 
Londen,  that  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  By-Law,  each  and  every  person 
residing  within  the  said  Township  shall  be  taxed  the  sum  of  five  shillings  currency 
for  each,  and  every  dog,  over  six  months  old,  that  he,  she,  or  they  shaJl  own,- har- 
bor, or  keep.  * 

AndM  is  further  enacted,  that  in  case  ol^  hydrophobia  prevailing  in  the  townshijpu 
?o  as  to  cause  alarm  in    the  public  mind,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Towni^p 


Heove,  to  ienue  a  Proclamation,  to  U  published  for  at  least  two  days,  In  six  nuhliV 
places,  Within  the  town^lp,  notifying  'do  fnhabitRnts  that  they  ore  forthwith  to  tie 
up  and  secure  their  respective  dogs,  ant'  so  to  keep  tlieni  tied  up  and  secured,  unt'' 
orderwl  to  be  liberated  by  the  TownMhIp  Reeve.  ""c-ureci,  unt..
